Seen as Aid 
To Neurotics 


DALLAS (Fi—A 
new 
technique 
of treating neurotic patients, by 
putting them into a deep sleep for 
as long as 60 days and using re­ 
cordings to 
restore 
their 
confi­ 
dence was described Sunday by a 
Canadian psychiatrist. 
The patient is put to sleen with 
barbiturates and tranquilizers for 
30 to 60 days. He is awakened only 
long enough for three meals a day 
and 
electric 
shock 
treatm ents, 
said Dr. D. Ewen Cameron, chair­ 
man of the psychiatry departm ent 
at McGill University at Montreal, 
Canada. 
Dr. 
Cameron 
calls 
his 
n e w 
sleep-and-verbal - repetition tre a t­ 
ment “psychic driving”—the the­ 
ory being that new and improved 
behavior patterns are driven into 
a patient by repeating recorded 
verbal signals. 
The long nap is followed by a 
powerful dose of positive thinking. 
The patient listens to a record 
playing two or three affirm ative 
statem ents over and over for 15 
hours a day, perhaps for a week. 
Depending on 
the 
individual’s 
needs, the recording says differ­ 
ent things, but examples might be: 
“ I do have confidence. I can make 
decisions. People do like m e.” 
After six or seven days of this, 
the patient is put back to sleep 
for 5 to 10 days while the new at­ 
titudes driven into his conscious­ 
ness by the recorded voice becom­ 
ing a part of his personality.

of the Budget maintains its won 
staff of engineers and ‘experts’

No, I did not know that Con­ 
gress has so abdicated its con 
stitutional functions that it per­ 
mits this appointed bureaucracy 
to interfere with the rights of 
Congress.

There are more hospital beds 
in the United States today than 
ever before. Yet. there a r e n’t 
enough. 


You will probably learn of this 
problem first hand when you try 
to arrange for entrance into a 
hospital 
Except for emergency 
cases, patients often have to wait 
for admittance. 


For a long time now, we have 
placed the des i r e d number of 
general hospital beds at 4 5 per 
I,(XX) persons in the nation. This, 
of course, is not an ideal number, 
bu; it is considered a standard 
measure of need. 
We haven’t quite reached the 
figure on a national average, but 
we are getting close. The Health 
Information Foundation reported 
recently that the national aver­ 
age is now 4.2 beds for every I,- 
persons. This represents an in­ 
crease of 200 per cent over the 
1909 ratio of only 2.5 beds. 
Back in 1940, there w e r e 19 
states below the then nation a I 
average o» 3.5 beds and 39 states 
were under the accepted stand­ 
ard. As of last year, 21 states 
were below the new national av­ 
erage and only 28 were under the 
4 5 ratio 
What does all this mean to you? 
Well, if you live in the Moun­ 
tain states, for example, you have 
a better chance of getting into a 
hospital on any particular da t e 
than you would if you lived in the 
East South Central states. 


The Mountain states have 4 9 
general hospital beds for every 
l.ooo residents. In the East Cen­ 
tral states, the ratio is only 3.2. 


few est Beds 
Utah and Mississippi have the 
fewest hospital beds, a 3.1 ratio. 
The West North Central area 
has 4.6 beds; the Middle Atlantic, 
4.3; the Pacific, 4.3; New Eng­ 
land, 4 2: East North C e n tral, 
4 1; South Atlantic 4.0; and the 
West South Atlantic, 4.0. 


As the Foundation points out, 
an inadequate number of b e d s 
not only can cause del a y s in 
admitting patients, but it may 
even make a certain number of 
admissions impossi h i e , t h u s 
lowering the effectiveness of hos­ 
pital care in the community. 


QUESTION AND ANSWER 
R. L.: My husband, who Is 78 
years old, sleeps most of the day.

White Collar Work Force Grows 


NEW YORK (Jf* — The man 
with the hoe has given way to 
the man with the white collar. 
Ail .great civilizations 
h a v e 
sprung from a sturdy peasant 
class. 
Unnoticed by anyone, the Uni­ 
ted States one 
day 
last 
year 
silently reached 
one 
of those 
turning points from which there 
is no going back. 
It became a land of I n d o o r 
peasants, probably the first ma­ 
jor power in history in which 
the white collar worker makes 
up the largest element in its la­ 
bor force. 
What are the implications be­ 
hind this startling fact? What 
does it mean for the future? 
In pointing out that white col­ 
lar workers are now the most 
numerous type of wage earner 
In America, a U. S. Department 
of Labor 
expert 
warned 
that 
some are in still short supply. 
"The shortage of skilled, tech­ 
nical and professional manpow­ 
er is now general throughout the 
nation,” Brunswick A. Bagdon 
told a conference at Louisville, 


“and will get worse unless we 
move swiftly 
to 
improve 
our 
training and employment policies 
and strengthen our educational 
system .’* 
This is only one aspect of the 
quiet revolution over the last 
half century during which the 
machine age had gone to the 
farm and the hired 
hand 
has 
gone to the city. 
The old question of “how you 
gonna keep 'em 
down on the 
farm ?” has received, a final an­ 
swer. You ain’t gonna. In 1910 
America’s farm population total­ 
ed 13.500.000. In 1955 was down 
to 6.342.000. 
The farm family and the fam­ 
ily farm seem to be slowiy go­ 
ing the way of the horse, if not 
the dodo, as agriculture becomes 
more and more a big business, 
and the small operator becomes 
less and less important. 
But what interests 
many 
of 
us most in the rise of the white 
collar class are the human as­ 
pects of the new situation it cre- 
ates.

terposes no objection.” the item 
finds itself in the budget and the 
money gets spent. 
Where does the Bureau of the 
Budget get the authority to inter­ 
pose or not to interpose an ob­ 
jection? Thit is the question. 
Search high and low and you 
will find no such authority. That 
power lies in Congress and in 
Congress alone. 
It has not been delegated to the 
Bureau of the Budget. It cannot 
under the Constitution he dele­ 
gated to the aforesaid bureau. 
Nevertheless, it is a fact that 
it is this bureau which has come 
up with the $71.800.000.000 budget 
that suddenly has become sacro­ 
sanct and that the chosen repre­ 
sentatives of the American peo­ 
ple do not know how to cut. 
Most suggestions during the past 
week or two for cutting the bud­ 
get down to size have been poli­ 
tical phonies to give the impress­ 
ion that something is being done 
about the budget while actually 
nothing is being done. 
Why elect members of Con­ 
gress at all? Why go through the 
hocus-pocus every two years of

“Do you know- that the Bureau 
of the Budget maintains its won 
staff of engineers and ‘experts’ 
which

Congress?” 
No, I did not know that Con­ 
gress has so abdicated its con­ 
stitutional functions that it per­ 
mits this appointed bureaucracy 
to interfere with the rights of 
Congress. 
The reason? There are several, 
not the least of which is that 
during the New Deal days, mem­ 
bers of Congress got into the ha­ 
bit of letting so-called experts do 
their work for them. Those were 
the happy days of Corcoran and 
Cohen and of Lee Pressman and 
such. Congress became a rubber 
stamp and members of Congress 
feared the popularity of Frank­ 
lin D. Roosevelt and his ability 
to speak to the “hearts” of the 
people. 
And what started then have be­ 
come precedents that stick. An­ 
other difficulty in the Eisenhow­ 
er administration is that an in­ 
stitution is developing c a l l e d 
“the leadership.” 
This exists in both parties and 
is a lot of political hokum. The 
people n e v e r elected a leader­ 
ship; they elect their own sena­ 
tors and representatives. T h e 
concept of the leadership is Euro­ 
pean and it is aimed at disturb­ 
ing the division of powers inher­ 
ent in our form of government 
so that the executive, meaning 
in this instance, Sherman Adams, 
will prevail. 
In bot parties, the institution 
of “the leadership” has gained 
strength because “the leadership” 
can get favors from the White 
House which are no longer avail­ 
able to individual senators and 
representatives 
most of whom 
can no more see ^resident Eisen­ 
hower to talk to 
about home 
problems than they can discuss 
such matters with Queen Eliza­ 
beth.

There are more hospital beds 
in the United States today than 
ever before. Yet, there a r e n’t 
enough. 
You will probably learn of this 
problem first hand when you try 
to arrange for entrance into a 
hospital. Except for emergency 
cases, patients often have to wait 
for admittance. 
For a long time now, we have 
placed the des i r e d number of 
general hospital beds at 4.5 per 
1,000' persons in the nation. This, 
of course, is not an ideal number, 
but it is considered a standard 
measure of need. 
We haven’t quite reached the 
figure on a national average, but 
we are getting close. The Health 
Information Foundation reported 
recently that the national aver­ 
age is now 4.2 beds for every 1,- 
persons. This represents an in­ 
crease of 200 per cent over the 
1909 ratio of only 2.5 beds. 
Back in 1940, there w e r e 19 
states below the then nation a 1 
average oi 3.5 beds and 39 states 
were under the accepted stand­ 
ard. As of last year, 21 states 
were below the new national av­ 
erage and only 28 were under the 
4.5 ratio. 
What does all this mean to you? 
Well, if you live in the Moun­ 
tain states, for example, you have 
a better chance of getting into a 
hospital on any particular da t e 
than you would if you lived in the 
East South Central states. 


The Mountain, states have 4.9 
general hospital beds for every 
1,000 residents. In the East Cen­ 
tral states, the ratio is only 3.2. 


Fewest Beds 
Utah and Mississippi have the 
fewest hospital beds, a 3.1 ratio. 
The West North Central area 
has 4.6 beds; the Middle Atlantic, 
4.3; the Pacific, 4.3; New Eng­ 
land, 4.2: East North C e n tral, 
4.1; South Atlantic, 4.0; and the 
West South Atlantic, 4.0. 
As the Foundation points out, 
an inadequate number of b e d s 
not only can cause del a y s in 
admitting patients, but it may 
even make a certain number of 
admissions impossi b l e , t h u s 
lowering the effectiveness of hos­ 
pital care in the community. 


QUESTION AND ANSWER 
R. L.: My husband, who is 78 
years old, sleeps most of the day. 
What can be the cause of this? 
Answer: There are many caus­ 
es for excessive sleepiness. 
It may due to constipat i o n, 
but this is not a very c o mmon 
cause. Lack of outdoor exercise 
or eating the w r o n g diet, too 
much alcohol and w o r r y may 
cause it. A circulatory dist u r b- 
ance and thyroid deficiency are 
other causes. 
Your husband is in n e e d of a 
thorough physical examinad o n 
to determine the cause of h i s 
difficulty.

Brownell that the Southerners are 
making their biggest fight against 
the bill. 
Here is background on the ar­ 
gument: 
Under present law one of those 
Negro college graduates in Mis­ 
sissippi 
could 
go 
into 
federal 
court, complain to the judge the 
registrar of voters was interfering 
with his voting rights, and ask for 
an injunction to stop it. 
The judge could then hold 
a 
hearing, 
giving the 
registrar 
a 
chance 
to 
explain 
his 
position. 
There would be no jury involved. 
If the judge was convinced the 


registrar 
was 
unconstitutionally 
interfering with the would-be Ne­ 
gro voter, he could order the reg­ 
istrar by injunction to stop it. 
If the registrar again asked the 
Negro about bubbles in soap, the 
Negro could report back to the 
judge 
that 
the 
injunction 
had 
been violated. 
The 
registrar, 
if 
found guilty, could be punished. 
But — before there wat any 
finding of guilty he could request, 
and would get. a trial by jury. 
The jury, of course, would be com­ 
posed of people from the com­ 
munity. 
Those pushing the kind of bill 
the administration w nts protest 
that there are two thing$ wrong 
with the procedure just outlined: 
1. The time involved. They ar­ 
gue that by the time trial was 
held— since time is taken up with 
setting c trial date, picking a jury, 
and so on — the election in which 
the frustrated Negro wanted to 
vote would be over. 
2. There would b- reluctance on 
the part of the jury to find one 
of its own voting officials guilty 
in an area where there was re­ 
sistance to Negro voting. 
The administration 
would 
get 
around those two points by ask­ 
ing Congress to pass a law to do 
this: 
A Negro blocked from voting by 
such questions as bubbles in soap 
could turn at once to the U. S. 
district attorney representing the 
Justice Department in that area. 
The U. S. attorney, not the Ne­ 


gro, would ask the judge for an 
injunction. If the registrar then 
violated the injunction, the U. S. 
district 
attorney 
would 
tell the 
judge. The latter could bring the 
registrar before him at once to 
¡ stand trial for contempt. 
But in this case — because it 
was the governmeng bringing the 
action — ihe registrar would not 
get a trial by jury.

Carolina, 
have 
been

• against the civil rights bill, which 
| contains other features, on that 
main po nt of a man facing jail 
without trial by jury. 
This, 
they

titled to jury trial. 
But Brownell says there is noth­ 
ing basically new in the idea at 
ail, that 
there 
are 
28 
different 
laws on the books which permit 
| the attorney general to ask for an 
injunction 
and 
eliminate 
jury 
trial when the injunction is vio­ 
lated. 
For 
example: 
Antitrust 
laws, 
the wage and hour law, the Atom­ 
ic 
Eenergy 
Act, 
laws 
against 
false 
advertisements 
and 
gross 
abuse of trust by investment com­ 
panies, and the Securities and Ex­ 
change Act.

Government Policy’s 
Effect on Oil, Metal 
Industries Outlined 


People. . .Places. . .and Things

NEW YORK, LB — National se­ 
curity can be a business problem 
too. 
How 
government 
policy 
can 
curb the law of supply and de­ 
mand to set the pattern of produc­ 
tion and price is shown neatly to­ 
day in problems facing two indus­ 
tries — oil and metals. 
Or, put the other way around, 
the conduct of business these days 
some times must be tailored to fit 
the profit system of private busi­ 
ness into government’s domestic 
and international aims. 
The question in oil. put by Pres­ 
ident Eisenhower, is how much 
can be imported now without im­ 
periling future national security 
The question in metals, posed 
by other government officials, is 
whether it’s time to pull the price 
floor from under metals. The floor 
is fashioned from purchases for 
the defense stockpile. The aim is 
partly to have needed metals at 
hand for an emergency, partly to 
encourage search for and develop­ 
ment of reserves. 
Strictly from the business point 
of view arc the other questions: 
What will these decisions do to 
prices, 
production, 
employment, 
domestic and world markets? 
A businessman today must know 
his politics as well as his indus­ 
try ’s own outlook. It keeps the 
hotels in Washington filled. 
The oil inquiry is sparked by 
reports 
that 
importers plan 
to 
bring in around VA million bar­ 
rels a day, equal to some 17 per 
cent of domestic output. The gov 
em inent has felt that IO per cent 
is a better figure. 
Opponents of increased imports 
hold that they would discourage 
search for new reserves which 
might 
be 
essential 
to 
national 
security some day. Oil importers 
stress that using foreign oil would 
conserve our own resources — and 
also they can produce od more 
cheaply overseas. 
Last year the United States im­ 
ported 934.000 barrels a day, com­ 
pared to 236.000 barrels in 1946. 
Domestic production rose to 7,151,- 
000 barrels a day in 1956, com­ 
pared 
with 
4,751,000 
ten 
years 
earlier. 
Venezuela furnishes us with the 
most, followed by the Middle East 
and Canada. 
The case of metals is different 
In many respects. The government 
actually piled up stocks of these 
defense essentials 
in its 
ware­ 
houses. Then in mid-1954 when the 
prices of zinc and lead were weak­ 
ening and output falling off. the 
government stepped up purchases 
with the avowed aim of bolstering 
these industries so that they would 
be strong if needed in some future 
emergency. 
Original goals were reported to 
be 300,000 tons of zinc and 200 tons 
of 
lead. 
Government 
purchases 
have held an effective floor under 
the prices of these metal* for 
months. 
Now a Department of Interior 
official warns that the domestic 
line buying program “ is due to 
end in a m atter of months.” Last 
year the g o v e r n m e n t bought 
about 15 per cent of the m etal on 
the overstocked market.

During the lull in the series of 
rains recently, when it was possible 
to get into the fields to do some 
work, many farm ers took up the 
work of sowing oats, which was in­ 
terrupted more than three weeks 
ago by the first heavy rains. 
They admit it is unseasonab I y 
late for sowing oats, but feel that, 
with normal weather, the crop will 
m ature properly. 
Another phase of farming that 
was interrupted, was the s p r i n g 
sowing of grass seed, and this too, 
was resumed when the weath e r 
permitted last week. 
It has been a great many years 
since farm ers had so few work 
hours in the fields in April as dur­ 
ing the month to date.

municipal court areas. The com­ 
plex proposal still is under study 
in the House Judiciary Commit­ 
tee, which Robinson heads. 
The urgency stems from a case i 
pending in the Supreme Court. 
Judges expect to rule before their 
summer recess on an appeal from 
Belmont County court decisions 
holding that the Legislature, in­ 
stead 
of comty 
commissioners, 
must set J P. salaries. 
Robinson said a decision affirm­ 
ing lower courts w’ould add im­ 
petus for legislative action on his 
proposal. 
Two years ago. the Legislature 
took justices off tho fee system 
that Robinson said persisted al­ 
though 
declared 
unconstitutional 
in 1927. Enactment of the J. P. 
salary bill during the closing leg­ 
islative rush enabled some to re­ 
ceive both salaries and foes from 
their courts for a short time. 
Less than half of the I,loo jus­ 
tices deprived of fees in 1955 re­ 
main in office. 
Doubt over legality of the way 
to pay them placed an emergency 
t'g on Robinson’s new hill. The 
emergency clause would make it

An estimated 91 county courts 
would be created for an estimat­ 
ed six million Ohioans outside the 
jurisdiction of municipal courts. A 
hundful of municipal courts have 
county wide jurisdiction. 
One county judge would be elect­ 
ed for each 30.000 population to a 
maximum of six judges in a coun­ 
ty. They would receive $1 500 to 
$4,000 a year according to popula­ 


tion. Ohio Justices Inc., composed 
of magistrates and peace officers, 
urges a $2,000 Sa.OOO salary range.

JP Elimination 
Sponsor Seeking 
Assembly Speed 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (*—A race in 
low gear is shaping up between 
the Legislature and 
Ohio's Su- j 
preme Court. Neither is known as 
a speed demon. 
But lawmakers seeking to elim-1 
inate justices of the peace are in 
a hurry. They haven't much time 
if adjournment comes next month 
as expected. 
Rep Kenneth A. Robinson (R- 
Marion) has turned on the heat 
for passage of his bill to create ¡ 
county 
courts 
that would take 
over the work of justices outside 
municipal court areas. The com­ 
plex proposal still is under study 
in the House Judiciary Commit­ 
tee, which Robinson heads. 
The urgency stems from a case 
pending in the Supreme Court. 
Judges expect to rule before their 
summer recess on an appeal from 
Belmont County court decisions 
holding that the Legislature, in­ 
stead of county commissioners, 
must set J. P. salaries. 
Robinson said a decision affirm­ 
ing lower courts would add im­ 
petus for legislative action on his 
proposal. 
Two years ago, the Legislature 
took justices off the fee system 
that Robinson said persisted al­ 
though 
declared 
unconstitutional 
in 1927. Enactment of the J. P. 
salary bill during the closing leg­ 
islative rush enabled some to re­ 
ceive both salaries and fees from 
their courts for a short time. 
Less than half of the 1,100 jus­ 
tices deprived of fees in 1955 re­ 
main in office. 
Doubt over legality of the way 
to pay them placed an emergency 
t'g on Robinson’s new bill. The 
emergency clause would make it 
effective upon enactment but judg­ 
es 
of 
the 
new 
county 
courts 
would not be elected until next 
N w rnber. 
An estimated 91 county courts 
would be created for an estimat­ 
ed six million Ohioans outside the 
jurisdiction of municipal courts. A 
hundful of municipal courts have 
county wide jurisdiction. 
One county judge would be elect­ 
ed for each 30,000 population to a 
maximum of six judges in a coun­ 
ty. They would receive $1,500 to 
$4 ,000 a year according to popula­ 


tion. Ohio Justices Inc., composed 
of magistrates and peace officers, 
urges a $2,000-$5,000 salary range. 
As a substitute for J. P. courts 
often held in “barber shops, ga- 
-ages and the back of stores,” 
Robinson said county commission­ 
ers should furnish quarters for the 
courts “to give them some stand­ 
ing.” 
Lucas County commissioners dis- 
agre3. They said in a letter that 
J.P.’s equip and maintain their 
own office" and asserted it would 
“put a terrific strain on our al­ 
ready strained budget to provide 
court 
ffice? and clerical help.” 
The letter said that since J.P.’s 
went on a salary basis, they have 
one a “marvelous” job in Lucas 
County. “It is our feeling that any 
ccanges in the law would be a 
ded. 


Ed Witmer (D - Stark), 
sponsor of 23 pieces of legislation 
this session, received an unsigned 
card declaring:

Rep. Harry Corkwell iR - Put­ 
nam) did a quick retake on his 
bill to require special identifica­ 
tion cards for beer drinking mi­ 
nors.

John Marshall, former Cleve­ 
land mayor who secretary of the 
Ohio Brewers Assn.. 
said

laws confused some people about 
beer. He gave this explanation 
Statute defines beer with 3.2 per 
cent or less alcohol by weight as 
non - intoxicating. Beverages of 
more than 3.2 per cent alcohol are 
intoxicating liquors. Thus beer of 
between 3.2 and 7 per rent alcohol 
by weight is a malt beverage or 
malt liquor under Ohio law. Spirit­ 
uous liquor is over 21 per cent 
alcohol by volume. For reckoning, 
weight is about one fourth less 
than volume,

Millions of Ohioans in the north­ 
eastern part of the state were go­ 
ing about their annual task of get­ 
ting accustomed, to Daylight Sav­ 
ing Time today. 
They joined with millions more 
in other parts of the country in 
setting their clocks ahead one 
hour in the change to “fast time.” 
Official time for the change was 
2 a.m. Sunday The lost hour will 
be regained with the return to 
standard time late in September. 
'Columbus Is awaiting the out­ 
come of a vote May 7 to deter­ 
mine whether to join the more 
than 100 cities and towns in the 
northeastern sector in the change 
to the daylight saving schedule. 
Other' cities in the central part of 
the state, including Circleville, 
ville, Marion, Delaware and New­ 
ark, are to follow the lead of the 
state capital in the time change. 
Those four cities already have 
passed city ordinances geared to 
take effect if Columbus voters OK 
“fast” time. 
Such cities as London, Lancast­ 
er and Washington. C. H. may join 
the parade by passing ordinances 
op an “emergency” basis. 
If the Columbus vote is in favor 
of Daylight Saving Time, the 
change would become effective 
May 12. 
The Ohio area which changed to 
“fast time” Sunday is northeast 
of a line beginning at Verm ilion 
in Erie County, running south on 


the west edges of Oberlin and 
Wellington, t h e n southeast be­ 
tween Wooster ana Massillon, and 
between Strasburg and New Phila­ 
delphia in Tuscarawas C o u n t y , 
and east to Powhatan Point in 
southeastern Belmont County. 
All airlines operating o u t of 
Cleveland Hopkins Airport and 
most railroads serving the Great- 
, er Cleveland area changed their 
schedules to D a y l i g h t Saving 
Time. Cross country buses still de­ 
part on Eastern Standard Time 
but some of the schedules have 
been changed to conform with the 
time change.
